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Papal report not so hard 
on liberation theology 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A document by 
Pope Paul VI’s International Theological 
Commission, reported to be quite negative 
toward liberation theology when it was first 
released in French, shows upinits English 
translations as more positive than the 
earlier reports indicated. 


The report by the 30-member commis- 
sion, called the “Declaration on Human 
Development and Christian Salvation,” 
was released in September in the French 
review, Documentation Catholique. 


Early accounts of the report, including 
an NC News story based on a 2,000-word 
excerpt, (published in the Southern Cross, 
Sept. 15) emphasized warnings in the 
report that liberation theology is often tied 
too closely to questionable political, 
sociological and ideological theories— 
especially Marxist-Leninist ones. 


TRANSLATIONS OF THE complete text 
into English reveal that although the report 
refuses to equate political and social 
action with the working out of the Kingdom 
of God in time, it also finds much that is 
admirable in efforts to work out the 
relationships between the two spheres. 


According to Msgr. Richard Malone, 
director of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) Committee on 
Pastoral Research and Practices, inital 
accounts of the report were misleading. 


ANOTHER TRANSLATION has. been 
prepared by Jesuit Father Walter 
Burghardt of the Catholic University of 
America in Washington, DC, a member of 
the theological commission that drafted 
the report. ye wee 

tn both translations, the report points 
out that the church has a long history of 


solicitude for the poor. ° 


Pointing to the “inhuman conditions” 
under which many people live, the report 
says no one should criticize liberation 
theology “if he or she is not listening at 
the same time to the cries of the poor and 
seeking more acceptable ways to 
respond.” 


BALANCING THAT point, the report 
continues: “On the other hand, we must 
ask whether the types of theological 
reflection currently in vogue are, in their 
actual methodology, the only way of 
responding appropriately to yearnings for 
a more human world of brothers and 
sisters,” according to Father Burghardt’s 
translation. 


While political activity can serve the 
ends of justice, “political controversy, 
which is customarily linked with 
confrontation, should not be carried to the 
point where it obscures or obliterates 
peace and reconciliation as the objective 
and fruit of Christian activity,” the Father 
Burghardt translation says. 


“The church should constantly remind 


men and women that politics does not. 


have a kind of absolute value, and should 
be increasingly concerned to strip politics 
“of such value,’ according to the 
commission. : 


“An exclusive political option, intolerant 
of any other option, becomes despotic and 
subverts the very nature of politics.”

Bishop Leo T. Maher refers to the 
“loyal and generous support” of the 
people for the growing ministries of 
the church in his letter accompanying 
the latest annual financial report of 
the diocese. 


The report (see center four-page 
section) shows that the diocese 
received $6,157,703 in revenue from 
various sources during the past fiscal 
year and spent $5,674,884. 


WHILE EXPENDITURES remain 
similar to the previous year, receipts 
showed an increase of nearly $1 
million, largely as a result of advances 
from the loans-in-aid program. 


This is money lodged with the 
diocese in advance of building new 
churches or other properties. 


It is diocesan policy that‘at least 50 
percent of money needed for a new 
church must be collected in advance 
and lodged with the diocese. 


INTEREST IS paid at the rate of 6 
percent a year. Deposits now exceed 
$3 million. - 

Costs of education and Catholic 
Community Services both increased 
in the past year, each by approxi- 
mately $140,000 to around $670,000 
for each department. 


Few substantial changes from 
previous years are shown by the latest 
figures, except that diocesan 
insurance costs jumped from 
$10,998 to $103,508. 

ANOTHER EXCEPTION is the cost of 
capital expenditure which went from 
$184,000 to $872,000. 

Parmely Ferrie, diocesan business 
manager, explained that this is largely 
accounted for by diocesan develop- 


ment, mainly the acquisition of land 
for future parish sites. 

Costs came down for the seminary 
and diaconate programs, also for 
clergy continuing education. 


THERE WAS ALSO a substantial

drop in the cost of clergy retiremerit 
and medical expense payments.

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Are Spanish-speaking Catholics leaving the church?

Recent reports in the secular press have 
claimed that numbers of Spanish- 
speaking Catholics in the San Diego 
diocese are leaving the church to join 
other denominations as a result of 
increased evangelization by Protestant 
groups. 


In interviews with the Southern Cross, 


two priests, a sister and a Spanish- 
speaking layman, all of whom are engaged 
in evangelization among Hispanics, 
agreed that Spanish-speaking Catholics 
generally feel that their needs are not 
being met fully by the church. 


BUT THERE was a difference of opinion 
on-the specific reasons and on the 
numbers who might be leaving the church 
because of this. 


Father Richard Brown, SJ, of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe church, San Diego, said he did 
not believe great numbers of Catholics are 
being won over by Protestants. 


“I'd want to see figures and sée how long 
they stayed with their new-found church 
and: how many came back,” he said. “We 


also get-a lot of converts, but we don’t - 


publicize the fact.” 


HE ADDED that in many cases people 
who leave the church are those whose 
faith was not strong in the first place. 


of Perpetual Help, Riverside, expressed 
the opinion that the church has taken 
Hispanics for: granted, thinking that 
because they were traditionally Catholic, 
they would always remain so. “This is not 
necessarily true,” he said. 


Father De Pasquale said he had heard 
complaints that the church is “ritualistic” 
and “reserved” and that Protestants are 
more ‘‘personal” in their religious 
observances. 


“THEY DON'T find real community with 
us,” he added, and because of this, “the 
fundamentalists reach them.” 


Sister Sara Murrieta, executive director 
of the Padre Hidalgo Center, believes 
langauge is the primary cause of any loss 
of Spanish-speaking to the church. 


“We need more Spanish-speaking 
priests, deacons and religious,” she said, 
“and they need to have a closer 
association with the people.” 


Roberto Martinez, member of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council and chairman 
of the Spanish-speaking Commission for 
the diocese, did not cite langauge as a 
major reason for dissention. 


“MOST HISPANICS in this diocese are 
bilingual,” he said. He did agree on the 
need for closer identification of clergy with 
the people. 


“The hierarchy, the priests, set 
themselves apart,” he said, “I know there 


are not enouth priests, but Protestant 
groups send young ministers onto the 
campuses. They wear no Roman collars, 
identify with the youth and their problems 
and invite them to their homes. 


“They're converting a 
people who are attracted by their 
enthusiasm, friendliness and identifica- 
tion with their problems.” 


MARTINEZ BELIEVES that youth in 
particular are leaving the church. “The 
church is not evangelizing as it should, on 
a one-to-one basis,” he said. 


Catholic evangelization is weak in 
comparison to other denominations, he 
feels, because Catholics themselves don’t 
know enough about their religion to 
explain it to others. He would like to see 
more emphasis on adult religious 
education. 


“The spirituality is there,” he added, 
“though some don’t seem to think so. And 
you don’t have to be a theologian to 
evangelize. You do need a basic 
knowledge of the faith, and you speak 
from the heart.” 


FATHER BROWN said some people 
leave the church because of confusion, 
resulting from changes made as a result of 
Vatican Il. 

The reasons are mainly emotional, he 


said, and many return later. Father Brown, 
whose congregation is almost 99 percent

Spanish-speaking, said more people are 
attending mass than ever before. 


The church has ‘“‘something for 
everyone,” he added, with such move- 
ments as the charismatic and the Cursillo 
for those who “want more emotion” in their 
religion. 


ASKED IF THE controversy over 


‘contraception and divorce was an issue 


among Hispanics, both Sister Murrieta 
and Father De Pasquale said this did not 
apply particularly to the Spanish- 
speaking, although they believed it was a 
reason for others moving away from the 
church. ; 


Father De Pasquale said that the 
problem of delinquency among Catholics, 
whether Spanish-speaking or not, would 
“continue until the challenge of Vatican II 
is met” to make religion more intimate and 
personal for the people. 


Martinez, however, spoke of the 
Communidades de Base now widely 
established in the diocese—‘‘base 
community” groups and schools of 
ministry—as effective in meeting the 
needs of the Hispanic. 


The church is beginning to awaken to 
the special needs of the Spanish- 
speaking, Sister Murrieta said. Mentioning 
the diocese program on evangelization 
and education, she commented “This is

State cuts aid to 
nonpublic schools

TheCarteradministration 
and California's policy on 
aid to nonpublic school 
students are heading in 
opposite directions. 

. This became apparent at 
a convention in Anaheim 
Oct. 20-21 attended by 
some 6,000 administrators 
and teachers from more 
than 1,500 nonpublic 
schools in the state. 

Dr. Elizabeth Abramo- 
witz, the: president’s policy 
staff director for education, 
told the convention the 
Carter administration is 
committed to “include 
nonpublic school students 
in all federal education 
program benefits.” 

THIS CAME at about the 
same time the office of the 
California superintendent 
of public. instruction ad- 
vised nonpublic schools of 
a cutback in aid which 
includes instructional 
materials and tests and 
scoring devices. 

And at about the same 


time the state Department 
of Education filed suit to 
challenge the constitution- 
ality of textbooks for non- 
public school students. 


Joseph McElligott, direc- 
tor of education for the 
California Catholic Confer- 
ence, told the convention 
“one of every nine California 
youngsters attend a non- 
public school.” 


McElligott said the state 
superintendent’s office is 
not contesting the loan of 
textbooks to non-public 
school students as such, 
adding that the method of 
delivery was being attacked 
as unconstitutional. 

HE ADDED there are 
more than 450,000 stu- 
dents in 2,600 nonpublic 
schools in California.

Why the silence on ‘the pill’? 


There has been a strange silence over the killing 
properties of “the pill” among those usually 
articulate groups who rush to its defense. The lead 
story on the front page of last week’s Southern 
Cross, showing the birth control pill to have caused 
death in women at 10 times the rate of those noton 
the pill, has evidently aroused little interest among 
the usually vocal members of NOW or Planned 
Parenthood. 

Is it of no concern to them that the pill users have 
a death rate 40 percent above other women of the 
same age? Does it not occur to them that women 
should be warned that the death rate from the pill is 
much higher than the death rate from pregnancy? 


Why are they not clamoring for the surgeon 
general to have stamped on each pack of pills the 
ominous words that they “may be fatal to life?” The 
British Medical Association reports that studies on 
63,000 women show that risks for pill takers 
increase with age, cigarette smoking, alcohol, 
diabetes, obesity and high blood pressure, and that 
a woman's cycle is permanently changed by the 


pill. 


Running for office 


In .a diocese with as many cities and 
governments as this it is difficult to keep tabs on the 
many people running for office and the scores of 
issues to be settled by ballot. That is why we do 
not—cannot in fact—come out in support of any 
particular candidate. It would be impossible to 
keep track of all points of view and all campaign 
claims in order to be sufficiently well informed to 
recommend a choice. 

Just being a Catholic is not realy enough to earn 
an endorsement. Catholics differ as much as any 
other group on political matters and even on moral 
matters. 


Terrorists to diplomats 


It's often difficult to remember that yesterday's 
terrorists are often today’s statesmen. The history 
of Israel is an excellent example, where members 
of the governing party were once leaders of 


guerrilla forces before independence in 1948. 


Now we have the Palestine Liberation 
Organization being included as a group of “peace 
makers” and demands for their representation at 
Geneva peace talks—when only a few short years 
ago they were blowing up airplanes, murdering 
people and holding hostages much like the recent 
terrible exploit involving a West German plane. 


El Carmelo’s sanctuary 

A long way from terrorism is the serenity of the 
Christian Renewal Center of El Carmelo, near 
Redlands, now celebrating its 25th anniversary. 
The Irish Discalced Carmelites and Mexican 
sisters, who comprise most of the staff, have 
brought to many of us the peace of reflection and 
counsel only a retreat center can offer. 


Jews and Catholics on abortion 


Some kind of landmark was reached recently in 
Los Angeles when Catholic and Jewish spokesmen 
issued statements which reflected their positions 
on abortion and called for a lowering of tension 
between those of different views. While the 
Catholics rejected abortion, the Jewish view would 
allow it under certain conditions. 


However, the joint statements calls for “mutual 
respect even when ethical views are in 
disagreement.” They also appeal for decreasing 
use of “derogatory labels” in the abortion 
controversy—particularly for anti-abortion groups 
to refrain from dubbing others as “murderers”. 


Father Lebel and SC 


Few reports in recent months have brought such 
immediate reader reaction as did the SC story 
about Jesuit Father Robert Lebel’s reported views 
on Humanae Vitae and the counseling of women 
with regard to genetic or other problems in 
pregnancy. 

| only met Father Lebel after it all happened, 
when he visited the SC office. | found him awarm, 
sensitive priest, devoted to his concern for the 
handicapped and the pursuit of the fairly new 
science of genetics. His latest letter appears in 
Opinion Forum, page 5. 


You and your newspaper | 


It was mentioned here a few weeks ago that 
George Gallup, the famous poll-taker, was doing a 
survey of the Catholic press and its readers. His 
final report is due to be presented in person tothe 
assembled Catholic press when we meet in 
convention in San Diego next April. 


However, an interim report has already been 
published which shows that “attitudes towards the 
Catholic press are largely favorable’. Evidently we 
get good marks for providing spiritual and moral 
guidance and readers would like to see more 
articles focusing in this area. 


Among the criticisms is that the Catholic press 
tends to “concentrate too much on church and 
liturgical matters and not enough on controversial 
issues.” Specific criticisms are that the Catholic 
press “sticks too closely to official Catholic church 
positions, does not have enough non-religious 
articles and does not give enough attention to 
social problems.” 


On the other hand, Catholic publications are 


given good marks on appearance, being easy to 
read and helping people to understand 
Catholicism. Half of all Catholics interviewed could 
recall the name of their diocesan newspaper and 
about the same proportion had read it during the 
previous 12 months. 

The survey results point up the importance of the 
teaching function of the Catholic press—often 
overlooked—as well as its reportorial function. 


We were talking...about the 
“unexpectedness” of life—the way 
that circumstances and unforseen 
influences shape and change the 
direction of our lives. 


“Life is strange,” we say, when those 
carefully laid plans are deflected and 
we find ourselves where we had never 
expected to be, doing what we did not 
plan on doing, perhaps in some far- 
flung place which did not even feature 
in our dreams. 


SOMETIMES WE discover ourselves 

to be not at all the kind of person we 

- longed to be. Sometimes, after years 
of dedicated pursuit of qualities we 


consider desirable, we may be faced | 
with the realization that we have 
ignored or suppressed other elements 


in ourselves that are vital to our 
harmonious development as human 
beings. ; 


“You do what you think is best,” w 
tell each other, “but things do not 
always work out as you anticipate.” We 
shake our heads and throw up our 
hands. at the vagaries of fate or 
‘destiny, or the incomprehensibility of 
God's will. 


First the kingdom 


But it is not so much the strange- 
ness of life as our lack of understand- 
ing of the role we are to play that is 


- confounding. We talk a lot about 


identity and purpose and meaning to 
life these days, but the world remains 
full of people who have never realized 
their real potential nor discovered 
their true purpose. So few of us 
become what we have the capacity to 
become. 


ON THE CONTRARY, we expend 


vast amounts of physical and 
emotional energy maintaining atti- 
tudes or following ambitions that con- 
tribute little to our self-understanding 
and so little to our development as 
human beings. 


What we perceive as the peak of our 
endeavors may not be at all what we 
are designed to do or be. We are 
shaped by God for a purpose, and, if 
we will allow him, he will utilize the 
events of our lives to fit us for that task. , 


But we are very easily deluded. All 
kinds of circumstances can lead us on) 
detours—inadequate psychological 


~ or emotional environment, insecurity, 


impoverished ego and so on—the list 
is formidable. And because fulfill- 
ment lies in being what we are formed 
to be, the most supreme achieve- 
ments of our lives may bring us to 
confusion and dissatisfaction. 


OUR IMPORTANCE now and forever 


rests in the successful accomplish- 
ment of atask known to God, but not to 


- us. It may be simply to be in a certain 


place at a certain time for the benefit 
of someone else. It may be to let fall a 
chance remark that might change 
another person’s life for good. 

It may be to reach many hearts 
through the work of our hands or 
mind or voice. It may be to mold a 
child to be ready for a task wider- 
reaching than our own. | 

Whatever it is, however insignifi- 
cant it may appear by our standards, it 
is the reason we are immensely 
important to our world. And through 
Christ, God has shown us how to 
prepare so that we will not refuse 
when the time comes, nor be found 
lacking. 

EVEN THOUGH we will always 
walk in the dimness of limited 


understanding we can still cooperate 
with his design for us through our 
commitment to his incarnated Word 
and a genuine longing to grow more 
like him in love, compassion and self- 
giving. 

When we abandon ourselves to God 
and try to discern his will inthe events 
and impulses of our lives, a collabora- 
tion occurs between our person and 
our circumstances. Our own sense of 
purpose and direction seems to 
become synchronized with his plan 
for us and things fall into place in a 
way beyond our own control. 


IT 1S NOT that life is strange, but 
that we are so often strangers to 
ourselves and our destinies. It is not 
that events fall haphazardly and 
contrarily, but that we so consistently 
fail to grow in harmony with our 
potential and our circumstances. 


Seek first the kingdom of God and 
all else will be given to you. Itissucha 
simple, familiar counsel, so simple 
and familiar perhaps, that we no 
longer hear the fullness of its 
message. But over and over again, life 
proves its incontestable truth.

Fr. Lebel on pre-natal diagnosis 


Amniocentesis entails removal of some 
of the fluid in which the developing child 
“swims” in the womb. Chemicals and 
living cells in this fluid can be studied and 
many dozens of things can be learned 
about the condition of the fetus. 


This procedure has saved lives of many 
“blue babies” by allowing doctors to 
monitor the pregnancy and induce labor 
as-tate as possible but before serious 
damage is suffered. 


Recently new possibilities have 
emerged: many genetic “defects” can be 
found in the fluid and/or cells. Some of 
these can be treated either prenatally or 
postnatally. Most, however, have -no 
known (yet) treatment. 


The majority of these investigations 
show the absence of the condition in 
question, and- mothers relax while 
awaiting delivery. About five percent turn 
up “positive”. Many, but not all, of these 
women then choose to undergo an 
abortion. This is, of course, saddening. 
However, many of the “normal” babies 
would also have been aborted by parents 


fearful of their risks. Amniocentesis inthat _ 


majority of cases is a means of 
reassurance. _ 

| have insisted, in my writing and 
lecturing, that’ the use of prenatal 
diagnosis and selective abortion should 
not be included under the heading 
“prevention”. | call it, rather, “avoidance”, 
since it does avoid the problems of having 
a child with a severe health problem. 
However, since the new case of the 
disease in question already exists in the 
womb, one cannot claim to have 
“prevented” anything except full term 
delivery. 

My insistence on this has been 
something of a voice in the wilderness, as 
most geneticists persist in using the word

The common cold and world hunger have one thing in common: no 
one has found a cure-all for either. 


Our world boasts of tremendous leaps forward in agricultural 
production methods. But hunger still stalks most poorer regions of the 


Improved fertilizers, new hybrid seeds and other modern technology _ 
triumphs make it possible to grow and harvest more and more food. 
Yet, as Sen. Hubert Humphrey recently told the U.S. Senate, 400 
million people live daily on the edge of starvation. 


Experts advance dozens of reasens for this appalling contradiction. 
Massive international and inter-governmental efforts are being made to 
narrow the food-hunger gap, but it grows wider with each passing year. 


Diplomacy, food relief 
saved Romans from both 
starvation and plunder

Traditional histories cite 476 as the date of 
the Fall of Rome. Walk through any major 
museum and you are liable to see a painting or 
line drawing of long-haired, wild-eyed, sinewy 
barbarians pillaging Rome and assaulting 
women and creating general mayhem. 


What had happened? The ruling classes in 
Rome and the western half of the empire 
decayed, lost their drive, dissolved into moral 
and economic bankruptcy. 


AT THE SAME time that the elite were 
dying on the vine, the vigorous Germanic 
tribes were roaming southward bent on 
conquest. The result was chaos. 


Communications systems collapsed. 
Administration of farms dissolved. 
Agriculture withered. Food distribution went 
haywire. 


People starved. Law and order was 
threatened everywhere. Soldiers panicked. 


THE WESTERN world was in the ancient 
equivalent of a universal depression and at 
the mercy of primitives who could neither 
read nor write, who had no sense of 
management of complex economic and 


agricultural concerns. Barbarism was 


replacing civilization at an alarming pace. 


It was the church that checked the trend. In 
the person of popes like Gelasius and 
Gregory the Great, and the growth of a like- 
minded network of bishops and _ tough- 
minded clergy, the legal and administrative 
heritage of Rome was saved and reapplied to 
a new cultural situation. 


The old secular elite may have corrupted 
and died off to a great extent, but their genius 
took hold of and was reborn in the kinds of 
people who rose to lead the Christian church. 


SOME OF THESE leaders were converts 
from the old Roman families. They carried 
forward the time-tested values of Roman law 
and administration and wedded these to the 
fresh and passionate energy provided by the 
Christian faith. 


To the ordering of law they added the 
Gospel values of justice-seeking and concern 
for the deprived. Instead of fighting the 
barbarians, the church brought to bear the 
skills of diplomacy, infiltration of Germanic 
lands, conversion to the gospel and 
conversion of oral tribal law and history to a 
written Romanized law and Christianized 
history. 


It was Pope Leo! who negotiated with Attila 
the Hun in 452. He persuaded the invader to 
return to his lands in central Europe. Gregory

the Great, a frail but strong-willed pope, saw 
that the future of the church lay with the rising 
peoples north of the Alps. 


WITH. GREAT common sense, he 
repudiated both secular luxury and the 
religious luxury of long-winded debates and 
discussions on religious issues and doctrines. 
He was a Basic Teachings man both in 
religion and in establishing the groundwork 
for the humanization and Christianization of 
western Europe. 


Gradually, under his leadership and those 
of his successors, the clergy and bishops 
moved north of the Alps among the new 
peoples. They brought the traditions of 
record keeping, financial knowhow, the 
means to restore communications, food 
transportation and distribution and indeed 
the way to make farms themselves succeed. 
We will discuss this aspect of church work 
when we come to speak of the work of the 
monks. 


- These efforts of the church illustrated an 
extraordinary blend of the best of old Roman 
culture and the best of Christian moral 
idealism. With diplomacy and. food relief, the 
victims of the Fall of Rome were gradually 
saved from both starvation and rape and 
plunder. With evangelization and proven 
management techniques, the church brought 
to the invaders the potential to move from 
tribal living to the possibilities of civilization. 


WITH MINDS informed by the values of 
law, system and history, and hearts propelled 
by the love of Christ for all peoples, the 
Christian leaders mounted an unparalleled 
transportation of the face of western Europe 
and laid the foundations for the medieval 
civilization. 

They also rooted both the insights of 
classical times and the values of Christianity 
so well in the west that it has survived, bloody 
at times perhaps, but by no means unbowed 
to this present day. 


The church took the oral histories of the 
tribal people and wrote them down. In so 
doing, the church ‘tied the history of the 
people with the will of God. 


JUST AS THE writers of the Bible 
recorded the history of Israel in terms of 
God’s effect and influence on that history, so 
the Christian writers incorporated the roots 
of the tribes into the flowing story of salvation 
and the work of Christ. 


' Thus in law, history, peacemaking, good 
management, ordering of survival needs, the 
church saved the best of an old world and 
gave birth to the glory of a new one. 
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Reaching out through Catholic Relief Services 


How does the ordinary American Catholic respond to this state of 


affairs? Some are content to turn their backs and ignore the problem. 
Others acknowledge the problem but leave it to others. But millions of 


others have not turned their backs nor given in to easy despair. 


These latter have looked for and found means to make their own 
individual contribution to relieving , if not solving, the suffering caused 


by hunger. Among these means, perhaps the single most concrete one 


offered to U.S. Catholics is the American-sponsored, worldwide 
agency—Catholic Relief Services (CRS). 


Established by the United States bishops, CRS has as its basic 


guideline the compassion for the poor—the specific hallmark of 


CRS has become one of the largest 
overseas American voluntary relief and 
development agencies. It is perhaps best 


known for its work in times of disasters and. 


emergencies. 


STATISTICALLY, its record is imposing. 
Last year alone, CRS touched the lives of 
some 20 million men, women and children in 
75 of the world’s poorest nations. Their 
programs around the world reached a value in 
goods and services of more than $250 million. 


Statistics alone do not tell the full story. An 
emergency, such as the disastrous 
earthquakes in Guatemala in February, 1976, 
saw CRS immediately fly in emergency 
supplies within 24 hours after the first quake 
hit. Thanks to the generosity of American 
Catholics: and others, CRS was able to 
provide some $14 million in food, medicines 
and reconstruction supplies for the shattered 
country. 


Emergency relief is only one aspect of the 
CRS role in meeting the needs of the 
developing world. Most of its daily activities 
are less dramatic, but no less useful. A four- 
mile water canal in central Ecuador brings 
fresh water for the first time in history to 
isolated farming villages. A system of silos in 
the hilly country of Rwanda protects harvests 
from rot and insect spoilage. 


AN IRISH peat expert, employed by CRS, 
moves to Burundi to help people there 
develop the untapped peat resources of the 
country to exploit a new, cheap fuel source. 
The projects, sponsored and developed by 


Christian Meditation 


Christianity. The far-flung activities of CRS are intended as living 
expressions of a religion which preaches the love of one human for 
another, out of the love of God. 


CRS last year, aimed at striking at the root 
causes of poverty and hunger. 


To carry out its activities, CRS relies for 
basic funding contributions it receives from 
an annual collection taken up in U.S. Catholic 
churches, usually during Lent. CRS also 
depends on U.S. Catholics’ response to the 
annual Thanksgiving Clothing Collection and 
Operation Rice Bowl. 


Other financial help comes from concerned 
individuals or groups who have made CRS 
projects the special beneficiary of their 
activities. With these donations constituting 
CRS’s basic financial and operating costs, the 
agency obtains substantial assistance from 
the U.S. Government in food and funds. 


ALSO, FURTHER support is received 
from foundations, corporations and funding 
agencies in the United States, Europe, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand. And the 
governments of countries in which CRS is at 
work assist by waiving custom duties, 
providing warehouse space, making free 
transportation available and even helping 
with some operational costs. 


Lastly, the beneficiaries of CRS activities 
contribute labor and, whenever possible, help 
meet part of the initial costs. 


The contributions, therefore, of the people 
in the pew in this country are magnified 20 or 
more times in terms of concrete, grass-root 
results. Thus American Catholics, through 
CRS, carry out Christ’s command to love one 
another, particularly the “others” we can 


reach out and “Touch a Hungry World.” 


God urges you on

Many Christians have experienced the 
dynamism of an intimate touch from Jesus. 
There were those moments of light and 
grandeur when all was power and glory; 
times when God was more real than anything 
else and life was so easy. For a time there was 
a sense of God's presence, a realization that 
“he loves me.’ 


Then something happened: the power 
faltered, the light became dim, the joy abated. 
At this point the questions began: What is 
wrong? Has God abandoned me? Have I 
sinned? What went wrong? 


“NEVER, when you are tempted say, ‘God 
sent the temptation’; God cannot be tempted 
to do anything wrong, and he does not tempt 
anyone.” (James 1:13) 


The first. experience “with God probably 
resulted in a deep surrender to the Lord’s 
sovereignty; you yielded yourself to God’s 


_love; you allowed God to run your life. 


Moreover, the experience probably also freed 
the personality and added a new dimension to 
your personal power, but instead of yielding 
this new power and freedom to God you took 
it to yourself as a right and prerogative of your 


own goodness. 


Consequently, after awhile, the very 
blessing of God resulted in a kind of 
independence of God rather than a deeper 
yielding to that love you once knew. In other 
words, the experience has turned to an 
instrument of your own pride. In fact, you 
may have incorporated the experience into 
your ego and used the experience as ameans 
of self-justification and/or a weapon against 
your “enemies.” 


ANOTHER THING that may have 
happened is that God is calling you into a 
deeper walk with him! He is not going to let 
you rest in the first blessings. So now he has 
run ahead and is calling you to follow. 


The bride in the Song of Songs says, 
“Draw me in your footsteps, let us 
run...(1:4)...On my bed, at night, I sought him 
whom my heart loves. I sought but did not find 
him. So I will rise and go through the city...” 
(3:1+) 


At any rate, God will not allow you to rest 
for long ‘n one place. There is an urgency in 
his love tor you. He urges you on, beyond 
your ego; beyond those first blessings into an 
ever deeper relationship. But you must let go 
of things children play with in order to follow.

1. Organization and activities 


Organization—The Diocesan Office of The Roman Catholic Bishop 
of San Diego is not a separate legal entity. The Diocesan Office 
activities comprise the collection of parish assessments, stewardship 
contributions and certain other receipts which are used to finance 
educational, religious, community and human development 


programs in addition to the administration of the Catholic Diocese of - 


San Diego. The Roman Catholic Bishop holds title to the land, 
buildings, and equipment and other assets utilized by the Diocesan 
Office. 


The Diocesan Office Accounts exclude the activities of parishes, 


schools, cemeteries, the newspaper and certain other ministerial 
functions. Each of these activities, even though they report to the 
Bishop, is an operating entity distinct from the Diocesan Office. 


Receipts in the accompanying statement are based on cash 
received and in the case of cash equivalent gifts, at their fair market 
value at the donation date. Expenditures are based on cash 
disbursements and certain accrued expenses. 


2. Loans-in-aid program 


The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in- aid program which er 


finances the construction of parish plants and other diocesan 
facilities. Interest at 6% per year is charged on such loans. These loans 
are made primarily from loan repayments and deposits by parishes 
which bear interest at 5%. For the year ended June 30, 1976 the 
Diocesan Office was advanced $1,810,033 through this program.

Insights in Faith 


Cardinal Patrick O’Boyle 
His concern is for the 
poor and oppressed 


By Russell Shaw 


Whatever else historians write about 
Cardinal Patrick O’Boyle, they will say that he 
never backed off from a difficult task when he 
was convinced of the rightness of the-cause. 
At least three stand out in his public career: 


First, his service during and after World 
War II as executive director of War Relief 
Services, now Catholic Relief Services, which 
he built irra short period of time into one of the 
largest and most effective instruments of 
private humanitarian endeavor in the world. 


Second, his efforts as archbishop of 
Washington to desegregate Catholic schools 
half a decade before the Supreme Court’s 
desegregation rulings—a time when 
“separate but equal” was still the rule in both 
public and private education. 


Third, his vigorous defense of Pope Paul 
VI’s encyclical, Humanae Vitae, which 
involved him in a protracted and painful con- 
troversy with dissident priests. 


All three situations called for a high degree 


of commitment, determination, and ability. 
These were qualities which Patrick Aloysius 
O’Boyle had been cultivating from his early 
years. : 


“His concern for the poor, the displaced, 
the oppressed is evident throughout his 
careér,” a news agency biographer of the 
cardinal wrote over 15 years ago. “He came 
up the hard way, and perhaps that is why he 
tends to regard as ‘suspect any easy solutions 
to difficult problems.”

Por lo que se refiere ala piedad popular, 
las costumbres no han cambiado 
mucho: rosarios y oraciones por los 
difuntos, misas y aniversarios, agua 
bendita, flores y plegarias ante la tumba. 


Quizas haya menos novenarios de 
Animas y un tono diferente en la 
predicacién; se habla mas de la esper- 
anza y de la resurreccién que de los 
tormentos de las pobres almas del 
purgatorio. Esto es positivo. 


LAS COSTUMBRES populares son

FOR PATRICK O’BOYLE, born July 18, 
1896, coming up the hard way included 
coping with the death of his father, a worker in 
a Scranton steel mill, when he was 10. 


The family was far from affluent. Young 
Patrick held down both morning and 
afternoon paper routes to help out. Later he 
worked as an office boy for three dollars a 
week. In high school, summers meant more 
work, in textile mills and on farms. 


He graduated in 1917 from St. Thomas 
College, now the University of Scranton, and 
entered St. Joseph’s Seminary in Yonkers, 
N.Y., to study for the priesthood. Four years 
later he was ordained in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral in New York. 


AFTER FIVE years in parish work the 
young priest was named’ director of the 
Catholic Guardian Society, a New York 
archdiocesan organization which provided 
help to dependent teenagers who_had been 
released from child-care institutions. 


Following study at the New York School of 
Social Work he became assistant director of 
the children’s division of New York Catholic 


_ Charities in 1933. From 1933 to 1936 he also 


taught at the Fordham University School of 
Social Work. 


In 1936 he became director of the Mission 
of the Immaculate Virgin on Staten Island, the 
largest child-care institution in the country. In 


1941, a monsignor by now, he was appointed - 


assistant director | of New York Catholic 
Charities.

Pero el autor del libro afade algunos 
comentarios y pone en boca de Judas 
algunas de sus propias convicciones 
teolégicas. Y la conviccién del autor es 
que la oracién y el sacrificio de expiacién 
sirven para la remisiOn de los pecados de 
los difuntos. Es decir, que admite-la 
posibilidad de una purificaci6n después 
de la muerte. Esto es lo esencial de la 
doctrina del purgatorio. 


En el-Nuevo Testamento no hay ningun 
texto concreto que se pueda citar en favor 
del purgatorio. A veces se cita a 1 Cor. 3, 
10-17,.pero aqui San Pablo no habla del 
fuego del purgatorio sino del fuego del 


juicio, que probara a todo hombre el Dia 


del Sefior, es decir, el ultimo dia. 


AUNQUE LOS testimonios biblicos sean 
escasos y poco convincentes, con todo 
podemos decir que hay un fundamento 
biblico suficiente sobre la posibilidad de 


una purificacién después de la muerte. 


Por otra parte existe una tradicién muy 
antigua en la iglesia de orar por los 
difuntos. A partir del siglo Il se pueden 
citar inscripciones funerarias, autores y 
textos litdrgicos que demuestran la 
costumbre de rezar por los difuntos. 


Asi, hacia el aftio 180 leemos en el 
epitafio de Abercio que termina con estas 
palabras: “Quien comprenda y esté de

TERTULIANG, a principios del siglo III, 


LIKE MANY other people, Msgr. O’Boyle 
found his life radically changed by World War 
II. In 1943 the U.S. bishops established War 
Relief Services to spearhead church efforts to 
help victims of war overseas. Soon after, 
Patrick O’Boyle was. named executive 

\director. 


| When he left three years later the agency 
was operating programs in 48 countries 
and had supplied nearly 133 million pounds of 
relief materials valued at more than $103 
million to refugees and other war victims in 
Europe and the Far East. 


After leaving War Relief Services in 1946, 
Msgr. O’Boyle returned to New York 
Catholic Charities as assistant executive 
director and later executive director. In 
November, 1947, Pope Pius XII named him 
the first resident archbishop of Washington. 
He was installed in January, 1948. 


AT THAT TIME the archdiocese had 


165,000 Catholics in 82 parishes. Like 
Washington itself, it grew dramatically in the 
years that followed. Today there are nearly 
400,000 Catholics and 127 parishes. 


Archbishop O’Boyle, whom Pope Paul 
named a cardinal in May, 1967, directed a 
mammoth program of construction and 
institutional development. In a session with 
reporters at the time of his retirement in 
March, 1973, he noted that he had overseen

But it was ideological issues which 
particularly marked his term in Washington. 
In 1948, at a time when public schools in 
Washington were rigidly segregated by race, 
he announced a desegregation program for 
Catholic schools. 


TWENTY YEARS later, in 1968, came 
the widely publicized Humanae Vitae 


‘controversy, during which he insisted on 


fidelity to the encyclical’s reaffirmation of 
church doctrine on artificial birth control. 


Now living quietly in retirement in 
Washington, the cardinal is known by friends 
as a blunt-spoken man with a warm heart and 
a dry, self-deprecating wit. As archbishop he 
made his motto St. Paul’s words in the first 
epistle to the Corinthians: “Stand firm in 
the faith.” 


That side of his career was exemplified in 


_ the birth control controversy. As for the other 


side—the busy exponent of service to the 
poor and needy—it was perhaps best 
summed up in his own words. in a 1948 
pastoral letter advocating a generous 
response to displaced persons seeking 
admission to the U.S.:

Foster grandparents share love

Children with special needs being served at 
seven San Diego County centers receive 
companionship and love from more than 70 
volunteer senior citizens known as foster 
grandparents. 


A national program, it is sponsored in San 
Diego County by the diocesan Catholic 
Community Services’ Department on Aging 
with local offices in CCS headquarters. 


LOW INCOME MEN and women, 60 years and 
older of all faiths and in good health provide a 
vital one-to-one relationship to physically, 
mentally and emotionally handicapped 
children, according to county program director 
Andrea Slavin. 


“And’at the same time the seniors enjoy the 
self-respect and satisfaction that comes from 
being needed and serving others,” she added. 


The aim of the Foster Grandparent Program, 
which observed its fifth year in San Diego Oct. 
14, “is to create relationships that the children 
normally would not have,” said Slavin. “And it 
keeps the seniors active and useful.” 


MOST OF THE foster grandparents arrive at 
their respective centers at 8 a.m. and leave at 
noon: They are assigned two children each and 
spend two hours daily with each child. 


“Without the grandparents the children 
would not have the emotional and social growth 
that they do,” the director said. 


_ And for the grandparents, well, the effect of 
the program on them is evident in the stories 
some of them tell. 


JACK DI PRIMA, a parishioner of St. Martin 
parish, La Mesa, has been with the program 
since it started. After working two years with a 
particular child at Home of Guiding Hands, 
Lakeside, he was reassigned to another center 
for two years. 


But upon returning to the home two years 
later, he saw his former foster grandchild 
running toward him with open arms. They still 
enjoy their relationship.

C'MON, ‘GRANDDAD’—Dale Herschler,

Slavin recounted the tale of another foster 


grandparent who was shopping in a depart- 
ment store when a_ four-year-old girl came 
running up to her shouting, “Grandmother, 
grandmother!” The child’s grandmother who 
accompanied her was perplexed until the 
foster grandparent explained. 


FRANK PESCHEL had worked for Arden 
Farms Dairy 30 years when he was laid off on 
his 60th birthday. Instead of staying at home 
and being depressed, he became a foster 
grandparent, he said. That'was two years ago, 
and he has “enjoyed every minute of it. After 
being here a while it makes you appreciate 
what you have. It changes your outlook on life.” 


Dale Herschler of Lakeside was so enthused 
with working with the children that he obtained 
a state license to provide foster care in his 
home for an exceptional child. 


But he has continued his foster grandparent 
work at the Home of Guiding Hands. He sends 
his foster child off to school and then off to the 
home he goes. 


When Herschler gets there the first thing he 
does is strap on roller skates. He doesn’t take 
them off 'till he leaves at noon. 


HE BOUGHT skates for the children in one of 
the units about two years ago. “First, | had to 
learn myself.” 


Another five year foster grandparent, Nellie 
Wasko of St. Joseph Cathedral parish, said: - 


“Before we came, the center didn’t have the 
help to give individual attention to the children. 
Many couldn’t dress themselves and weren't 
toilet-trained. : 


“BUT NOW DRESSING is a big deal for them. 
A child might put his shirt on backwards or his 
shoes on the wrong feet, but at least he does it 
himself so, we give them a lot of encourage- 
ment.” 


The Home of Guiding Hands is only one of the 
centers at which the foster grandparents serve. 
There are 27 foster grandparents at the

Lakeside center, but there are 49 at six other 
centers: 

—Friendship Homes, National City, for 
severely retarded and nonambulatory children; 

—Greg Rogers Center for Exceptional 
Children, Chula Vista, serving orthopedic 
handicapped children; 

—Hillcrest Receiving Home, for battered, 
abused, or abandoned children;. 


—And three day-care centers: Gingerbread, 
Southeast San Diego; Hazel Cook’s School, Chula 


Vista and Villa Nueva Child Development:

Center, San Ysidro. 

At all the-centers, the foster grandparents 
basically do the same thing, Slavin: said. But 
with each center it changes a bit to adapt to 
exactly what that center does, she added. They 
don’t act as staff, aides or teachers, she said. 


_ALTHOUGH THE foster grandparents are 
volunteers, they receive a nontaxable stipend 
of $1.65 an hour, which is not considered 
income. 


Foster grandparents also receive a free 
physical examination every year, transporta- 
tion allowance, daily hot lunches, accident 
insurance and uniforms or smocks. 


Also, they receive counseling and guidance 


from their program staff in such areas as’ 


medical care, housing, education and personal 
problems. 

The Foster Grandparent Program is 
recruiting volunteers for afternoon work at 
the Home of Guiding Hands. Applications are 
available at the program office, 235-6469. 

ACCEPTED SENIORS go through at least two 
weeks of.training before they begin. Also, 


monthly meetings are conducted by the 


program staff at each site with speakers who 
specialize in the type of services or euis that 
particular center employs. 


Also, there is a monthly orientation for all . 


foster grandparents in the county at Balboa 
Park, which includes on-going training. 


Slavin and a secretary are the fulltime staff 
and Ethel Quon is part-time coordinator.

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Nearly 1,000 ‘CRUNCH’ in Riverside

RIVERSIDE—Some of the nearly 1,000 
young people attending the diocesan 
Youth Day '77, Saturday, Oct. 22, got an 
unusual. perspective of death. They were 
able to get into a coffin and “try it out.” 


They came from all four counties in the 
diocese to the University of California- 
Riverside campus for their day sponsored 
by the northern youth ministries office, 
San Bernardino. 


DURING “DEATH and the psychic 
phenomenon”, one of the nine workshops, 
Dr. Howard Delaney, a teacher at 
Marymount College, Los Angeles, had a 
coffin available. He invited participants to 
get in and “try it out.” A few did. ~ 


Also, he asked each person to turn to his 
neighbor and express some belief in 
pyschic phenomenon. He also asked each 
person to draw on a symbol which to 
them represented death. 


Delaney explained four stages that a 
dying person experiences. The first, he 
said, is the denial stage. A person bargains 
with God for a miracle, he said. ; 


IN THE SECOND, the “victim” becomes 
‘depressed; third, he comes face to face _ 
with the inevitable; and fourth, he accepts 

death. 


In the general assemblies, Father Russ 
Helfer, co-pastor of Our Lady of Fatima, 
San Bernardino, emphasized the day’s 
theme, “Christians Running With Christ” 
(CRUNCH). 


He related CRUNCH with pain. “The 
most painful CRUNCH is that of 
loneliness,” said Father Helfer, adding, 


that “once a person has experienced hurt 
they have responded to God's call.” 


OTHER GENERAL assembly speakers 
were Tom Tucker and Sister Dolores 
Molina. 


Tucker, leader of the folk mass group at 
Blessed Sacrament parish, San Diego, 
kept the audience clapping and singing to 
popular tunes. Also, Tucker had his pet 
rabbit Merlin perform various tricks. 


Sister Molina, speaking from a step- 


ladder, stressed togetherness. within the 
crowd, and said, “There are no strangers 


only friends | haven't met.” 


Jim Rammerman, in the Serendipity 
workshop, introduced youth to together- 
ness and fellowship aspects of commun- 
ity. 

DURING THE afternoon session, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher visited the Serendipity 
workshop before celebrating the closing 
mass. : 


In his homily, Bishop Maher told the 
youth three things are necessary in 
running with Christ: 


“We need to. measure the distance 
between what we are what we should be. 
Secondly, we need to run ahead, to climb 
above the crowd to encounter Christ. And 
thirdly, we need to witness, to give 
testimony of him.” 


THE BISHOP also said that those who 
choose not to run with Christ alienate 
themselves not only from God but from 
others as well. 


“We communicate first with God 
through his love, then share that love with 
one another,” said Bishop Maher. It is not 
easy going though, he added.

Gallup has ‘good news’ for Catholics

(NC)—“I have some good 
news for achange,” pollster 

_ George Gallup recently told 
participants in an evangeli-

Current- statistics show, 
Gallup said, that a higher 
proportion of adults indi- 


cate the Catholic faith as- 


their religious preference 
than a decade ago and that 


interest in inner life and 
involvement in religious 
movements has increased. 


Statistics also indicated 


that mass attendance is 


“holding solid during the 


mid-1970s, and that young 
Catholics (18-29) are at- 
tending mass slightly more 
often than they did in 1975, 
the pollster added. 


In his address Gallup 
said there are other signs of 
a Catholic upswing, among 


them these facts; 


—Four percent of teen- 
age boys express some 
interest in the priesthood or 
in the brotherhood, and 
eight percent of teenage 
girls express some interest 
in the sisterhood. 


—Non-Catholic attitudes 
about Catholics are more 
favorable than in the past, 
and more importantly, 
Catholics feel better about 
themselves.

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High insurance rates prompt 
diocese to set safety policy

The high cost of workmen’s compensa- 
tion and vehicle insurance has prompted 
the San Diego diocese to put into effect a 
new Safety policy. 

Diocesan business manager Parmely 
Ferrie, named by Bishop Leo T. Maher to 
coordinate the program, said personal 


injury accidents and minor vehicle 


mishaps had caused costs to rise. 


THE COST of insurance jumped from 
$10,998 for fiscal year 1976 to $103,508 
for the one-year period ending June 30, 
1977, according to the financial report 
appearing in this issue of Southern Cross 
(pages 7-10). 

Ferrie said this huge increase resulted 
mostly from the number of claims against 
workmen's compensation, insurance 
required by the state. 


“A 100 percent surcharge above the 
regular workmen’s compensation rates 
was levied on us,” Ferrie said. 


HE ADDED that the frequency of minor, 
fender-bending type accidents accounted 


-for a 25 percent rise in insurance for 


vehicles. 


The new safety policy went into effect 
after Ferrie met with representatives of all 
four counties in the diocese. 


He said the meetings, held in San 
Bernardino, El Centro and San Diego, were 
well attended by pastors, principals, bus 
drivers and maintenance personnel. 


THE POLICY covers insurance, school 
bus safety, vehicle inspection, and 
guidelines for employes. Policy manuals 
have been given to those directly involved 
in the program. 


In addition to the diocesan safety 
committee which will meet regularly, each 
parish is to appoint a safety coordinator, 
and all schools will form safety commit- 
tees. 


School buses operate under state 
regulations, and much emphasis is placed 
on the selection and training of drivers, as 
well as mandatory equipment and safety 
inspections. ) 


REGULAR inspections and reports are 
also required for playground equipment, 
classrooms and furnishings, and 
buildings used by children and the public. 


The new safety manual has looseleaf 
forms for reporting losses, and for parish 
and church inspections. 

It also stresses measures to prevent 
break-ins of schools and churches, 
specifying lighting, locks, grillwork and 


~ other precautions to reduce loss. 


EVEN THOUGH school bus.csafety is 
emphasized in the new manual, Ferrie 
said it had not been a particular problem 
in causing insurance rates to rise. 


“We want to make people aware of the 
problems in workmen’s compensation 
and insurance rates,” Ferrie said, “And 
also have them follow sound practices for 
their own safety and the protection of 
property.” 


Indian children’s art aids school

PALA—It isn’t often that. 
grade-school pupils help in 
the financial operation of 
their school. 


But that’s what the. chil- 
dren do at Mission San: 
Antonio de Pala School, 
tucked away in this small 
village several miles north 
of Escondido. 


THESE children, mostly 
Indian, contribute a “sub- 
stantial part” of the school’s 
income through their-crea- 
tive work and enterprise, 
according to Verona Father 
Bart Battirossi, pastor. 


This income is-from the 
sale of Christmas cards 
reproduced by silk-screen 


process in color from 
original drawings by the 
children. 


Father Battirossi calls ita 
“bootstrap operation,’ 
saying the school’s income 
“depends toa considerable 
extent” on the sale of the 
Christmas cards. 


THE PASTOR said that 
while the children learn 
economics from the sales, 
“They are alsotrained inthe 
old school of the basic three 
R’s and good manners to 
boot.” 


He noted that as a private 
school, the mission “can’t 
fall back on burgeoning 
public tax-supported bud- 
gets.”

John Powers does for Catholics what 
Erma Bombeck does for housewives. If 
you've enjoyed Richard Bach’s Illusions or 
Erma Bombeck’s The Grass is Always 
Greener Over the Septic Tank, Powers’ 
new book will be a treat.
